In the Arcadiah days there was ample ma- 
terial for romance—fact and fiction. But 
there were no professional writers, and the 
reading class was small. The people cared 
and knew little of the “outside world,” and 
took no notice of fleeting time. The friars 
kept diaries of the mission establishments, 
and each had a llbrary, mostly theological 
works. The officials, and some of the rich- 
er ranchers, also kept diarfés, but none of 
these got into print. When the emigrants 
came to California they brought along boxes 
of books with their household effects. These 
diaries, or notes, formed the history of early 
California. 


The first California author, or at least one 
of the first, who wrote and published a book, 
was Friar Heronimo Boscana, who lived at 
San Juan Capistrano, in 1830. 


It was entitled “Chinigchinich,” after the 
mame of the “demi-god” of the Yag-na In- 
dians, the original inhabitants of what later 
became Los Angeles. The chief village con- 
tained about 300, and there were about twen- 
ty-five other villages in the vicinity, with a 
total population of about 4000. Accordit® 

_ to the book each village had a separate gov- 
ernment; the women wore very few clothes, 
and the men less; they were lazy, lived on 
acorns, roots, fish and game, and their 
houses were of brush, plastered with mud. 
They were squat in stature, of a dingy 
brown, flat nose, small slanting eyes, large 
mouth and high cheek bones, being evident. 
ly of Asiatic origin. They had no form of 
writing, or even a system of hieroglyphics. 
Their dialect was different from any other 
known Indian language, according to the 
friar’s researches. Thus began the pub- 
lished literary history of California, by a 
California author. 


Books and Newspapers 
Once Barred From California. 


HE importation of books was guarded, 
and In 1824 a law was prohibiting 
the importation of books newspapers 
of an “infidel” nature. The Governor was 
made censor, and a violation of the law 
was punished at his “discretion.” Still, 
those of an inquiring mind imported books 
and read them in privacy, not knowing what 
the Governor might construe as being ‘‘in- 
fidel.” Dr. Alva of Santa Barbara had a 
collection of scientific works and a few clas- 
sics. One of these was Milton's “Paradise 
Lost.” The Governor heard of this “lost 
paradise” and cited the offender to appear. 
This book condemned all the others, and all 
of them went up in smoke in the plaza. 
At Los Angeles, a gentleman with a taste 
for the lurid and racy had in his choice col- 
lection a copy of “Lazarillo de Tormes,” a 
series of picaresque, or rogue stories. The 
censor-board Governor confiscated the yel- 
low-covered “best seller,” but there was no 
public burning. 
At San Francised a “gerfte de razon,” or 
man who thinks, with a keen interest in sex 
stuff, had a copy of the “Exposure of the 
Private \.ife of Napoleon,” and another had 
a copy @ Rousseau's “Emilie.” These for- 
bidden volumes were likewise confiscated, 
and perhaps secretly passed around among 
the officials; Don Juan Alvarado, formerly 
Governor, was an original thinger, and a 
bookworm. He was reported as a violator 
- of the law by having in his library a copy of 
“Telemaque,” by Fenelon. He was sum- 
moned before the censor board and “public- 
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entitied “Life in California,” by Alfred Rob 
inson. He was also from Boston, and came 
to California as clerk in « trading vessel in 
1829. The nature of his business required 
him to get acquainted with the general pub- 
lic—all classes, and he was admitted, so 
clally, to the best society. His work was 
also & personal narrative, and he wrote in a 
better style and with more fairness. His ob- 
servations and experiences covered several 
years, and his narrative did much to correct 
the misrepresentations of the sailor-euthor. 


The three other volumes by foreigners of 
the pre-American period were “books of pur- 
pose.” The one by de Mofras, in the inter- 
est of France; the one by Forbes, in the in- 
terest of England; and the one by Greenhow, 
in the interest of the United States. Duflot 
de Mofras, an attache of the French Lega- 
tion at the City of Mexico, was commis 
sioned by his government to make a scien- 
tific exploration of and report upon the Calli- 
fornias and Oregon, especially as to the ports 
and harbors. France coveted California, and 
was looking forward to its possession. He 
visited all the points of inté@rest, the bays 
and harbors, and made maps and charts of 
them. He examined the records as extensive- 
ly as permitted, talked with everybody who 
could give information, and thus gathered a 
great deal of matter for his volume entitled 
“Exploration of the Territory of the Oregon, 
of the Californias, and of the Vermilion Sea 
(Guilt of California) During the Years 1840, 
1841 and 1843." The volume was published 
by the order and at the expense of the gov- 
ernment of France. It was not designed as 
a history, but was a very elaborate historical 
work. This information prompted France to 
send men-of-war to the Pacific, but the gov- 
érument was slow to act. 


Creat Britain Looked With 
Covetous. Eyes on California. 


HE work of Alexander Forbes, in the in- 

terest of England, was published in 1839. 
He had come to California four years previ- 
ous. The work was entitied “A History of. 
Upper and Lower California.” Its chief object 
was to inform Great Britain as to the feasi- 
bility of capturing California. It also con- 
tained descriptions of the ports and bays. 
scanty armaments of the garrisons, indiffer- 
ence of the natives to the parent government, 
Mexico; the aggressions of the Russians on 
the north, and reports on navigators visiting 
the country. ‘ 

The other book for a purpose was that of 
Robert Greenhow, entitled “Memoir, Histori- 
cal and Political, on the Northwest Coasts of 
North America and the Adjacent Territories.” 
The object of the work waa to throw light on 
the subject of the northwest boundary, which 
was being contested by this country and 
Great Britain, with sa small warcloud in the 
distance. It was published by the United 
States government. Greenhow was librarian 
and translator in the State Department. The 
book gave the government much valuable in- 
formation which was used,in the war with 
Mexico, which followed two years after its 
publication. 

These five are the principal books relating 
to California matters that were published 
from the beginning of the century to the 
American occupation, and written by “‘for- 
eigners.” Thus, the history of this country 
was written by foreigners, and which, until 
their coming, was an unknown land, virtual- 
ly. And these histories, or rather descriptive 
works, were issued by the three nations that 
had in view the conquest of the territory.

While on 
a peari-diving excursion in the “Sea of Cor- 
tes” he found a pearl as “big as a pigeon's 
egg.” The King of Spain gave him $50,000 
for the sparkler. Osio then to Los 
Angeles, and was the “rich man in the 
country.” Gen. M. G. Vallejo, commandant 
of the northern division of California, was 
cited to appear before the board of censors 
for having in his possession a copy of Hom- 
er’s “Iliad.” The board did not know what it 
was, but objected to the gods flying through 
the alr. Gen. Vallejo wrote an interesting 
historica] sketch of the northern section’ of 
the territory, He dipped his satirical pen in 
vitriol when he depicted the descent of 
some of the “savage filibuster Bears” upon 
his residence at midnight, and who arrested 
him and insulted his family. His sketch of 
the “Bear Fiag” outrage is the most correct 
of all se-called histories of that affair. 


“Notes” and Histories 
Written, but No Romance. 


ON ANTONIO CORONEL of Los Ange-

Now I get a letter from Harry W. Forbes, 
D.O., publicity chairman of the California 
Osteopathic Association. contains 2000 
words, and is altogether too long for this 
overcrowded department.

“Our profession keenly appreciates the 
great good that the editor of the Care of the 
Body is doing in seeking to Wherate the peo- 
ple from the tyranyy of the medical board 
and from medical superstition, fear and ig- 
norance. We tindorse your fearless con- 
demnation of such harmfv| and unnecessary 
methods as drugging and doping and carv- 
ing and agree with you that members of OUF 
profession who resort to these agencies are 
not true osteopaths, but have departed from 
the straight and marrow path that leads to 
health We thask you for being so fair- 
minded that you do not condemn our pro 
feesion for the favits and foibles of certain 
of our members. 


“Our initiative measure for a separate 
board of osteopathic examiners will liberate 
eur education from domination and control 
Sy the allopathic board of examiners, and 
when our freedom to teach opteopathy, as 
Osteopaths want to teach it, is restored to us 
by the vote of the people, you will have lit- 
tle to complain of concerning the character 
of the practice of our graduates. — 

“Dr. Pinkham failed to tell your readers 
that in 1915 the medical board, fearing the 
wrath of the Legislature and an aroused 
public sentiment, did admit our gradvates 
to the complete examination, including the 
subjects of materia medica and surgery; 
and that they continued to admit them for 
four years. The quality of our education 
was well established in court, when we 
proved by Dr. Pinkham himself, and his rec- 
ords, that more than 85 per cent of nearly 
200 of our graduates were successful in pass- 
ing this examination. The significance of 
this fact is apparent when it is known that 
we also proved, by the secretary and his rec- 
ords, that less than 70 per cent of the gradu- 
ates of ovr State medical college passed 
these same written examinations. This rec- 
ord our graduates made in passing the com- 
plete examination is especially remarkable 
when it is known that the graduates of allo- 
pathic, homeopathic and electic colleges 
were permitted by this partisan board to 
take their therapeutic examination from an 
examiner of their own school, while the de- 
aspised osteopaths were compelled to take 
their examination in this subject from one 
of the three medical examiners. In other 
words, our graduates were compelled to pass 
their therapeutic examination in the other 
fellow’s system in érder to obtain a license 
to practice their own system. : 


“Was this fair, was it just, was it right? 
If the therapeutic examination is important 
to protect the pvblic, why should the osteo- 
path be denied the oppartunity to be exam- 
ined in osteopathy and be compelled to take 
an examination in allopathy, in order to get 
a license to practice osteopathy? The law 
was plain enough and the Legislature which 
passed it did not contemplate any such mis- 
interpretation or maladministration of it. 
The high percentage of our graduates who 
passed, in spite of this unfair discrimina- 
tion, caused the board, in 1918, to deny them 
the right to take the examifiation for the 
form of license they are entitled under the 


to receive. 


“Dr. Pinkham also failed to tell your read- 
ers that, when, after admitting our gradu- 
ates to the examination for four years, the 
board in 1918 arbitrarily refused to admit 
any more of them, they had a visit from the 
commander of the American Legion. All 
but six of our young men were admitted to 
the service in 1916-17. These men, but for 
the war, would have been graduated in time 
to have taken their examination during the 
period that our college was ‘approved.’ When 
the board refused to examine them, after 
October, 1918, the American Legion officers 
took up the fight and the board made an 


graduated at the same time and have had 
the same education. Five of our ex-service 
men were admitted to the complete exam- 
ination at the last examination in June, 1921, 
and the other members of their graduating 
class were refused this examination.” 
Before leaving this discussion—which is 
definitely closed, so far as the Care of the 
Body is concerned — I will add a few re 
marks: 
The osteopaths furnish an object lesson 
of the futility of endeavoring to curry favor 
with the medical trust. Many of them have 
done so, and with what result? Have they 
obtained recognition? They have not. Ex- 
perienced and publicepirited osteopaths 
were refused a chance to serve their coun- 
try. without reward, during the war. The 
Red Cross and the Public Health Service, 
both of which are controlled by the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, turned them down. 
There is only one argument the medical 
trust understands. That is a club. 


There is only one way for drugless heal- 
ers to gain their liberty and rights—that is. 
té combine. All of them, including the Chris- 
tian Scientists, who are rich and powerful, 
and are therefore feared by the medical 
trust. 


I am sorry to say that, in some sections 
where osteopaths and chiropractors have 
gained a degree of liberty and recognition, 
they have often shown themselves as nar- 
row and uncharitable and proscriptive as 
the allopaths. 

Osteopaths and chiropractors shovld re- 
member that manipulation of the spine is 
only one branch of the nature cure. The 
wise healer avails himself of all rational 
methods of aiding nature to restore health. 

The people are beginning to understand 
what this fight*for medical freedom means. 
All that is necessary is that those who are 
fighting for it should present a united front. 


Trained Nurses 


HERE is a serious shortage of nurses in 
the hospitals which might be overcome 
if the novice nurses are allowed more lib- 
erty and amusements during the rigid train- 
ing period, Dr. Adelaide Brown, San Fran- 
cisco, told the annual hospital conference of 
the California League for the Conservation 
of Public Health. “Young wonten are not 
entering the nursing profession in any great 
numbers, due to the isolation compelled by 
their training and the strict routine,” she 
said. - 

This is not the only reason. Many nurses 
are appalled and disgusted at the medical 
malpractice they are forced to witness, while 
they are compelled to refrain from protest- 
ing by word or deed. They are practically 
slaves of the doctors, whose treatment they 
often know to be wrong. 


Teeth. 


‘A PROMINENT London physician ad- 
vances a novel reason for Bolshevism.

No man 
whose teeth are good is likely to fall into 
ill-health, and no really healthy man ever 
becomes a “Red.” 
As always, the medica! fraternity confuses 
effects with cause. 
Just now, there is a mania for pulling out 
good teeth. 
If your teeth are quite rotten, have them 
out. If not, keep them. 
Bad teeth are caused by wrong eating— 
especially starches and sweets—and wrong 
combinations, which cause fermentation and 
gas and acidity that eats away the enamel. 
Also by absence of lime, due to eating de- 
vitalized foods, like white flour and cane 
sugar, and overcooked foods of all kinds. 
The London Lancet recently stated that 
dental caries is due to the enormous con- 
sumption of sugar. 


SAY that we are a wasteful people is 
a platitude. Especially is this true of 
our handling of the products of the soil. 

Potato growers of New England have been 
using potatoes for fertilizer—poor fertilizer. 
Yet potato flour is a most valuable food. It 
has been utilized in Germany, on a large 
ecale, for many years. 

Oscar James Vogl, who writes on the sub- 
ject in the American Food Journal (New 
York,) tells us that the manufacture of this

THE LUSCIOUS COT---HOW IT IS 
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The Sewage Problem. 

HE Los Angeles County Farm Bureau is 

entitled to public appreciation for the 
part it played in heading off the expensive 
and ill-advised outfall sewer project voted 
upon by the people of Los Angeles at the 
recent municipal election. , It is hardly like- 
ly that this scheme would have carried any- 
how, 
make the defeat of the plan the more decl- 
sive and to bring the City Engineer's office 
down to earth in its consideration of meth- 
ods of sewage disposal. Even granting, for 
the sake of argument, that the $15,000,000 
plan originally advocated by the city’s en- 
gineering department might have turned 
out to be the best scheme, it was folly to 
put such an enormous undertaking up to the 
voters without at least a thorough inves 
tigation of other and less expensive plans. 
It seems to be more and more generally 
conceded, too, that the outfall plan as pro- 
posed would have been a serious mistake, 
even leaving out consideration of costs. 
Wherefore, Los Angeles is better off all 
around for having snowed under the plan. 

The Farm Bureau's clinching contention 
was that both the waste material of the 
sewage and the water that would have 
been required to flush it into the ocean 
have a value that is not to be ignored. In- 
stead of continuing to pollute the beaches 
and to invite litigation and other trouble, 
the bureau men said, Los Angeles should 
take steps to treat the sewage somewhere 
in the flat area to the south of the city, 
saving the sewage for fertilizer and the wa- 
ter for irrigation. Since the election a com- 
mittee of the bureau has made a report on 
the situation in which it is stated that a 
bond issue of not more than $5,000,000 (a 
third as much as was proposed for the new 
outfall sewer) would be sufficient to pro- 
vide for the erection of activated sludge 
treatment plants sufficient to take care of 
the problem of sewage disposal for years 
to come. 
Engineer's office had seen a great light, for 
this branch of the city government is now 
urging the calling of a special election for 
the consideration of a $4,000,000 bond issue 
for the erection of two modern plants of 
this character. 

A most exhaustive investigation should 
be made of the merits of these plans, for 
the people of Los Angeles realize the sert- 
ousness of the sewage problem and would 
not be disposed to delay action on an ob 
viously meritorious and feasible project. 
The Farm Bureau stands ready to help in 
any way itcan and is even now getting ready 
to put out questionnaires for the purpose 
of determining facts relative to the use that 
could be made of water made available 
through the establishing of sewage treat- 
ment plants. If the city will get right down 
to cases in a similar fashion there is no 
apparent reason why the question of sewage 
disposal cannot be solved to the mutual ad- 
vantage of the titizens of Los Angeles and 
of suburban agricultural communities.

LTHOUGH 
A other parts of the country concern-| appears to have been more the result of cli- 


ing its value and use, grain hay is. 


grown extensively west of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, where it forms about one-half of the 
hay marketed; and dealers are seeking 
new markets for the product as an outlet 
for surpluses that frequently exist in their 
producing territories. The great difficulty 
encountered in this, according to the Bu- 
reau of Markets, United States Department 
of Agriculture, is that consumers in east- 
ern markets are not familiar with the feed- 
ing qualities of grain hay, and therefore 
hesitate to try it. 

Movement of the product eastward by 
rail is found to be impracticable because 
of high freight rates over the mountains, 
but water rates by way of the Panama 
Canal at $12 a tom from coast ports to 
New York make it possible to offer the hay 
in eastern and southeastern coast markets 
in competition with timothy. 


The principal kinds of grain hay are oats, 
barley, and wheat hay, each pre- 
ferred in certain sections of the western 


coast country.

matic conditions than of any other agency. 
In many sections of the Pacific Coast coun- 
try the hot, dry winds that frequently prevail 
make the raising of wheat, oats, or barley 
as a grain crop uncertain. It frequently 
happens that the hot winds will occur just 
when the grain is in the dough and will 
cause it to shrivel, thus producing a very 
poor quality of grain. When the crop is 
cut for hay, cutting is delayed until the 
grain is fully formed or as fully formed as 
possible without loss of leaves, to produce 
the best quality of forage. 

As with other hays, the time of cutting 
grain hay is also very important. If th 
hay is cut too early, the grain will not = 
sufficiently matured to give the hay the 
greatest feed value, and if cut too late the 
stems will become too fibrous and the hay. 
wil] also be of poor color. The hay which | 
is considered of the highest quality is that.

THE DRY YARDS. 


Fruit too soft for the cannery, or too 
small, is taken to the dry yards: 
st of the dried product comes from 
that class of fruit into which cannery cots 
would advance in a few days’ time—fully 
‘colored, mature, firm, loose about the pit 
‘end of good size.

I ad- 
mit that it is handled with much less care 
than its cannery cousin, though the best of 
dried fruit is hand-picked, too. By far the 
greater part, however, starts its career 
through the drier by being rudely shaken 
from the trees or knocked off with long 
poles as almonds are. 


The fallen fruit is picked from the 
ground—usually by active youngsters of 
Mexican ancestry. who being more active 
and enthusiastic in their work than their 
immediate ancestors. are the most effictent 
“ground hogs.” The orchard boxes, filled 
level, are hauled to the drier, there to be 
cut just as is fruit entering the cannery. 
The cutters in the dry yards, however, are 
Mexican women (we are speaking of the 
Banning district) and are far less adept 
than the cannery cutters. This year dry- 
yard cutters are receiving 10 cents per 
box, the average daily cut being ten boxes. 
A cut clean around the fruit is desired and 
the cutters are closely watched because of 


ptheir tendency to partly cut and partly tear 


the fruit. 


In the cutting shed are trestles upon 
which the trays are placed to receive the 
cut fruit. The halved fruit is placed on the 
trays cut side (cross section) up: as closely 
together as possible, but never piled one 
upon another. The cutters are seated on 
benches, three or four on either side of tha 
trestle, those opposite working over the ° 
same tray. The two sizes of trays most 
commonly favored are the small 2x3 kind, 
which can be easily handled by one walter, 
and the triple sized, 3x6 kind, which tax 
the agility of two waiters. Each cutter 
fastens at her shoulder or dangles from 3 
string about her neck, a ticket, with num- 
bers consecutive from 1 up printed along 
the margins and having “cut out” a box of 
“cots” she calls “cheque” (check) whereat 
the waiter punches her ticket. removes the 
empty box and places another box of fruit 
upon the bench beside her. Near the cut- 
ting trestle, flange-wheeled trucks are run 
into the shed on narrow-gauge tracks. Up- 
on these trucks the trays are piled in tiers 
as fast as filled, the waiters replacing the 
filled trays, removed from the trestles, with 
empty ones.

THE SULPHUR HOUSE. 

When the trucks have been loaded to ca- 
pacity, they are switched upon transfer 
trucks, rolled to the sulphur houses, and 
in. Sulphuring requiring four 
, hours, is merely the exposure of the cut 
‘fruit to fumes of burning “flowers of sul- 
phur” within tight compartments. The ob 
ject of this process is three fold: 

(1.) To kill insects, insect eggs, 
and fungus spores. 

(2.) To facilitate drying by loosening 
the skin and bringing the fruit juices to the 
surface. The tests of thoroughness of sul- 
phuring are these—a skin which can be 
peeled off whole without tearing the flesh 
of the cot, and a seed cup filled with syrupy 
juice.

In the case of the 
ripe and green hay. a grade might be pro- 
duced which apparently would be better 
than either of the grades entering into it, 
as the grain in the riper hay would furnish 
the weight, while the greener hay would 
furnish the color. It is doubtfal, however, 
whether the grade produced could be of a 
higher quality than the hay of which it is 
composed, even though it conformed with 
the specifications of a higher grade as de- 
scribed in the present commercia] grades.

= yAN NUYS.—A new industry is under

From 
these plants the growers expect to secure 
700,000 blooms, which will be sold whole- 
gale to florists in Los Angeles. The plant 
covers an area of about one acre. Mr. Pe- 
gram and Mr. Boytor have life-long ex- 
perience as horticulturists and florists, 
and expect to build up a large business 
here as growers and wholesale dealers. 
They will devote all of their ranch except a 
small part to the growing of flowers, and 
may also branch out into berry culture. 


SCALY BARK CONTROL. 


REDLANDS.—Twenty-five of the lead- 
ing wrange growers of the Redlands 
citrus district gathered at the Waite 
grove, on West Lugonia avenue, re- 
cently for a demonstration by B. H. 
Ormond of the State Department of Agri- 
culture, on scaly bark control. Mr. Ormond 
Says that there are three stages ih scaly 
bark. It takes from one to three years for 
the disease to pass through the first stage, 
and it is during this time that it is most 
feasible to control it. It can also be con- 
trolled during the second stage, but after 
that time the tree might as well be taken 
out. Mr. Ormond showed trees in various 
stages of the disease and demonstrated how 
to treat them. He took a scraper and re 
moved the scale down to the cambium 
layer. He was most careful not to injure 
the latter. He then applied Bordeaux paste, 
a large brush being used. Mr. Ormond 
paid that each year the treated part should 
be examined and if the bark is dying away 
around it, the treatment should be repeate:l. 


POTATOES MOVING. 


ZELZAH.—Potatoes are moving out of 
the San Fernando Valley at the rate of 
about fifty carloads a day. There are 
$000 acres of potatoes in the valley, which 
is said to represent approximately half of 
the potato acreage in Southern California.

INDIO.—At a recent mass meeting of 
Coachella Valley residents under the au- 
spices of the Indio Chamber of Commerce.

A BIG GRAPE VINE. 


POR TERVILLE.—-An agricultural curiost- 
ty im the form of a monster grape vine is 
found in the back yard farm of W. G. 
Noakes, 1010 Second street, Porterville. Un- 
der the care of Mr. and Mrs. Noakes, this 
vine in three years has completely covered 
an arbor lix24 feet. It not only forms a 
protective ‘shade for the rear of the house, 


but is a decided attraction to the neighbor- 
hood, also providing abundant fruit for ta- 
ble and preserving purposes. Huge bunches 
of grapes hang thick from the rafters of the 
arbor, which has but recently been rein- 
forced, so great had become the weight of 
the vine. Rising at one end of the arbor in 
a great trunk, the vine spreads, rootlike, 
over the top and down the other end, send- 
ing graceful festoons over the sides. The 
vine is a Thompson and is considered one 
of Porterville’s curiosities. 

Extending from the arbor to the end of 
Mr. Noakes’s city lot is a miniature ranch 
in which corn, beans, peppers, eggplant, cu- 
cumbers, squash, etc., vie for supremacy in

FIX FARM WAGES, 


FRESNO.—Farm Bureau representatives 
of the various centers in the fan Joaquin 
Valley recently met with representatives of 
the Valley Fruit Growers’ Association, to fix 
a scale of wages to be paid for the picking, 
packing and handling of all kinds of fruit, 
both deciduous and citrus. This agreement 
will govern all parts of the valley. 


POULTRY HEAD NAMED. 


SAN FERNANDO.—The San - Fernando 
Valley Fair and Market has secured EB. J. 
Hammond of Riverside to manage the poul- 
try, pigeon and rabbit shows of the Septem- 
ber event. A premium list has been pre- 
pared and several valuable cups and other 
prizes, together with cash premiums, are 
to be offered. The poultry show will cover 
the whole period of the fair, from Septem- 
ber 13 to 18, inclusive. 


APPLES FOLLOW CHERRIES. 


BEAUMONT.—The Beaumont cherry crop 
has come and gone, with the exception of 
some sour or pie cherries. There was prob- 
ably a 50 per cent crop, but good prices were 
paid for it, and a lot of it was direct from 
the producer to the consumer, who, in a 
great many instances, came up here and 
picked and carried the fruit away with him. 
The growers hardly have a breathing spell 
between the cherries and the early apples. 
Some are picking and marketing early va- 
rieties now. The apple crop its the largest 
ever for this district. The fruit is larger 
and wing faster than usual. Where the 
growers have been fighting the coaling moth 
in earnest the apples are freer.of worms so 
far this year than heretofore. As a rule, 
the sprayers have been used oftener, and 
with more and stronger solutions, and that 
is the only way to beat the worms to it. The 
management of the Fruit Growers’ Associa- 
tion packing house expects to keep a full 
crew busy receiving, sorting, packing and 
shipping out. 


WARNS AGAINST SPIDER. 


PORTERVILLE.—Now is the time to 
look out for the red spider, according to 
Farm Adviser CC. M. Conner, who declares 
that at this season of the year it begins to 
work on almonds, peaches, prune and wal- 
nut trees. Frequently their presence is not 
discovered until the damage is done. He 
urges a careful survey of the orchard every 
week or te ndays. He states that there are 
several types of these mites. but that one 
remedy will suffice for their extermination. 
He says dry sulphur may be applied in dust 
form if the weather is hot enough to vapor- 
ize it. Cool weather calls for liquid spray, 
consisting of five pounds of sulphur, three. 
fourths of an ounce of dry glue to 100 gal. 
lons of water, the glue being dissolved in 
one and a half gallons of water and mixed 
in sufficient sulphur to make a thick paste. 
Rub this into the spray tank, through a 
sieve, with the agitator running. Flour 
paste can be used instead of clue. Three 
pounds of wet paste diluted with water will 
answer the same as give. Almond trees 
may be sprayed with a 2 per cent solution, 
of lime-sulphur solution and prunes and 
peaches with a 1 per cent solution, 
providing the temperature is not above 100

NEW APPLE LAW MORE 
LENIENT TO GROWERS. 


On August 3 the new California law re 


of 1917 in regard to defective fruit. The 
tolerance of defect for apples in containers 
has been increased from 3 to 5 per cent, 
and tolerance of total defects remains at 
10 per cent. Another important change is | 
the removal of the two and one-half-inch 
minimum diameter limit on grade A apples. 

Most of the apples grown in Southern 
California are sold in market or lug boxes, 
although in the commercial apple sections, 
such as Yucaipa, Oak Glen and Tehachepi, 
the packing box, 11 by 12 by 18 inches in 
dimensions, is used. When the grower 
markets his fruit loose in lug boxes or 
picking boxes, it must come up to the re- 
quirements of grade C, and must be quite 
free from worms or decay, allowing the 
usual 10 per cent for defects. Wormy ap- 
ples must be sold in bulk to a packer, or 
made into by-products by the grower him-

drying, the cots are scraped from the 
trays into sweat boxes, each holding about 
150 pounds of fruit. By “dry” we do not 
mean tinder dry, but rather dry to the ex- 
tent that when a handful is squeezed to- 
gether in the hand the individual pieces re- 
spond like discs of rubber and fall apart 
when the pressure is released. The novice 
will understand only when he has tried this 
himself. Apricots may not be held long in 
the sweat boxes for, being so thin, the dry- 
ing continues rapidly. The real sweating 
takes place in the bins. The object of the 
“sweat” is to equalize the moisture through- 
out the heap of fruit, and, in the process, 
the cots settle so firmly together in so 
compact amass that the pile must be 
loosened first with a pick before a shovel 
can be effectively used. 


A by-product of both the cannery process 
and the drying is the pits—the seeds ex- 
tracted in the cutting. Immense quanti 
ties of these were, before the war, exported 
to Germany, there to be used in the manu- 
facture of prussic acid and of oil of bitter 
almonds. The pits are dumped upon large 
drying floors where they are spread in shal- 
low layers as fast as they come from the 
cutting sheds, when the latter is cleaned 
after each day's “run.”

A fair yield for a well-cared-for orchard of 
apricots is six tons per acre. Canneries are 
‘this year offering $30 per ton of green fruit. 
Many growers figure that by drying their 
crops they will receive the equivalent of 
$45 to $48 per ton of green fruit. In drying 
apricots, the ratio of green fruit to dried 
product is about 6 or 7 to 1. The cost of 
picking, hauling and drying approaches 9% 
cents per pound of dried fruit. War prices 
brought the grower as high as 27 cents per 
pound for dried apricots. This year’s offer- 
ing is still problematical. Probably 18 
cents should be allowed as a substantial 
price. Aside from the actual costs of the 
jbarvest, the grower must charge his or- 
chard with water, cultural operation, taxes 
and the overhead on equipment. 

A minor outlet for the apricot crop— 
minor as to tonnage, but extremely im- 
portant as to returns—is the fresh fruit 
market. Early ‘cots were in demand this 
season at $70 to $80 per ton. Later offer. 
ings for fresh fruit from the main crop are 
much lower, yet well above the cannery con- 
tract prices. The demand, however, is 
limited.

The amount of irrigation 
water available has an important bearing 
on the control of the red spider.

| quate windbreaks, published at psychologi- 
cal periods by the California Department of 
_Agriculture and the State Commission of 
Forestry are adopted, a large part of these 
immense and unnecessary losses can surely 
be averted. 

Under present conditions, where absence 
of windbreaks obtains, a fire soon involves 
a@ vast area and control measures are not 
within the province of human control. 

Under the same conditions, throughout 
the fruit and grain producing areas, the ma- 
jor portions of such losses would have been 
eliminated by the safecuarding and moder- 
ating effects of a properly placed windbreak. 

Windbreaks reduce fire danger to range 
and community. They reduce serious losses 
in orchards. They protect early crops. They 
prevent drying of immature grain. They con- 
serve soil moisture. They shelter live stock 
from heat. 

Aside from the labor involved, the plant- 
ing of windbreaks is inexpensive when com- 
pared with the vast and needless losses suf- 
fered through wind and fire. 

The California Department of Agriculture 
and the California Forestry Commission 
stas4 ready and willing to ald any com- 
munity, fruit grower or cattle man with ad- 
vice and suggestions as to varieties of quick 
growing trees for windbreaks, planting and 
maintenance. 

With an approximate damage to fruit, 
range and communities through fire and 
wind of over $10,000,000, it is safe to assume 
that fully one-half of this vast loss to the 
State might have been saved through the 
moderating effect of windbreaks. 


the te Department of Agriculture sug- 
gests again that the important question of 
windbreaks be taken up by communities, co- 
operative associations. chambers of com- 
merce and boards of trade throughout the 
State of California, that such future needless 
and preventive holocausts be averted for the 
sake of ourselves and for the sake of the 
coming generation. 

Let us now form a workable program for 
Arbor Day, 1922, in order that a systematic 
campaign to this end be established. 


NEW DRYING PLANT 
RUSHED FOR GROWERS. 


BANNING.—The WBanning Drying Com- 
pany is a $20,000 corporation organized this 
year to protect the interests of fruit grow- 
ers here and to enable them to conserve 
labor and equipment. Capital stock has 
been sold at the rate of $50 per acre, and 
many of the prominent growers have joined. 

The site selected for the nev company's 
plant was the five acres occupied for many 
years by the J. R. Fountain packing-house 
and dryer. one block south of the Southern 


Pacific Station. This central location 
makes it readily accessible to outlying 
ranches in all directions and brings the 


work of cutting near the labor supply. 

The contractor, John L. Moore, was hard 
pressed to complete the cutting shed and 
equipment before the apricot season. The 
cutting shed measures 16x30 feet and has 
concrete floor and posts. An interesting 
feature, is the row of sixteen sulphur 
houses built of concrete. The trays used 
are large, being the size used widely for 
prunes and drying off almonds. Lack of 
time prevented the building of low scaffold- 
ing to spread the trays on and they have 
been laid on the ground this season. 

The plans of the Banning Drying Com- 
pany include the er ction of a dehydrating 
plant for prunes to be used in seasons when 
eun drying cannot be relied upon.
